£40,000 grant gives 
arts group funding it 
needs to save theatre 


THE Victoria Hall Thea¬ 
tre in Old Harlow has 
been spared an untimely 
curtain call after the 
group battling to save 
the building from clo¬ 
sure received an unex¬ 
pected funding boost. 

Harlow Performing Arts 
Group is now in a position 
to meet Essex County Cou¬ 
ncil’s asking price of 
£100,000 for the Bury Road 
building after receiving 
£40,000 from the authority’s 
own Community Initiatives 
Fund. 

The grant has been split into 
two, with £30,000 to go towards 
the price of the premises and the 
remaining £10,000 paying for a 
structural survey and legal fees. 

The remainder of the asking 
price will be met using money 
raised by a series of events 
organised by the venue’s offi-

cial fundraisers, The Friends of 
Johnny Wong. The charitable 
group was set up in 2007 in 
memory of the talented amateur 
actor and director who was 
killed in a car crash. 

Victoria Hall Theatre is used 
regularly by Harlow Theatre 
Company, Class Act Theatre 
School and several other local 
amateur dramatic groups. 

Christopher Jolly, chairman 
of the Harlow Performing Arts 
Group, told the Star: “Buying 
the Victoria Hall Theatre has 
been a long-cherished plan. 

“We are most grateful for the 
support and generous help given 
which will secure its future as 
an outstanding community the¬ 
atre.”

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Health agency in talks over move to GSKsite 


THE Health Protection Agency 
could take over part of the 
GlaxoSmithKline site in Harlow. 

The pharmaceuticals giant, 
which recently announced it was 
set to scale down operations at its 
New Frontiers Science Park in 
Pinnacles making hundreds of 
staff redundant, is currently 
locked in talks with the HPA 
about a possible takeover part of 
the site. 

The HPA - set up in 2003 to 
provide an integrated approach to 
public health protection through 


support and advice to the NHS, 
local authorities, emergency 
services and the Department of 
Health - had originally consid¬ 
ered a move to the former Merck, 
Sharpe and Dohme site at 
Terlings Park but has reconsid¬ 
ered following intervention by 
Harlow Council and Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson said: “We were fast out 
of the traps and I’m delighted 
that the hard work has paid 
off. There’s still a long way to go 


but the council will do all that it 
can to work with both organisa¬ 
tions to secure jobs and invest¬ 
ment for Harlow. 

“In the meantime we will con¬ 
tinue to work closely with part¬ 
ners to ensure that anyone affect¬ 
ed by redundancy is able to 
access advice and support in 
finding a new job, retraining or 
starting a new business.” 

Mr Rammell welcomed the 
prospect of job opportunities the 
proposed move would bring to 
the town but reiterated his con¬ 


cerns over the future of GSK. 

“I am delighted with this 
development but I remain com¬ 
mitted to securing the best deal 
for GSK staff facing redundan¬ 
cy,” he said. 

“Since redundancies were 
announced I have been firmly 
committed to pressing GSK to 
find alternatives for the Harlow 
site. 

“This announcement confirms 
that Harlow remains an attractive 
option for investment which is 
very positive news.”

“One of the Chinese lanterns we lit 
ended up getting stuck in a tree 
which we had a little laugh about,” 
said Mr Foster, of Great Plumtree. 

“We thought it was Robbie’s spirit 
that blew it that way. He was a lovely

lad with the right amount of devil and 
a wicked sense of humour. That 
would’ve been Rob.

He made a lot 
of ripples and had a big 
affect on a lot of people’s 
lives.”

the venue ever since the county 
council deemed the building sur¬ 
plus to requirements in 2002. 

ECC was initially seeking 
£155,000 for the freehold and 
granted a two-year extension to 
the lease in February last year to 
allow the group more time to 
raise the necessary funds. 

But following negotiations last 
month involving Mr Jolly, county 
councillor John Jowers and 
Harlow Conservative Parlia¬ 
mentary candidate Rob Halfon, a 
deal was finally struck for the 
county council to part-fund the 
purchase of the building at a 


reduced price. 

Mr Jowers said: “The money 
that Essex County Council has 
given to enable the purchase of 
the theatre means it will remain 
open for many years and can be 
enjoyed by Harlow residents for 
generations to come.” 

Mr Halfon added: “The theatre 
is a magical place. It is run by a 
committee that is among one of 
the most passionate that I have 
ever seen. 

“It is wonderful that this the¬ 
atre will soon own its premises. 
Our community will benefit by 
having an even stronger and bet¬ 
ter theatre in Old Harlow in a 
most magnificent hall.”

Drugs den boarded 
up after police raid 


POLICE have closed down a drugs den 
used by dealers to sell Class A substances 
from the living room window. 

Officers armed with a closure order granted 
by Harlow magistrates on Friday swooped on 
the flat in Shawbridge which has been a haven 
for drug addicts.

They battered down the door and arrested one 
woman inside. Another woman was ordered to leave 
the premises. 

It is now a criminal offence for anyone to enter the 
property without police permission. 

Sergeant Lewis Basford, of the 
Harlow Neighbourhood Policing 
Team, said: “People were often 
scared of coming forward but we 
can use hearsay evidence in court to 
get this kind of order. 

“We now have control of the 
property for three months but then 
after that it will go back into the 
control of the local authority.” 

An earlier police raid three weeks 
ago resulted in the seizure of used 
needles, drugs paraphernalia and 
suspected stolen property. A man 
was charged and a woman cau¬ 
tioned after being arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of burglary and abstracting 
electricity. 

Police then applied to the courts 
under the Anti-Social Behaviour 
Act for a civil closure order. 

PCSO Megan Skinner said: 
“This closure would not have been 
possible if it wasn’t for local con¬ 
tacts coming forward with informa¬ 
tion regarding this property and its 
residents.” 

One local resident, who did not 
want to be named, said the commu¬ 
nity had been blighted by the pres¬ 
ence of the drugs den. 

“It has caused a lot of trauma for 
the people in the area,” he said. 
“The children could not play out¬ 
side because we knew there were 
drug problems within the area.” 

He added: “I’m hoping we can 
move forward now. Before, every¬ 
one was scared of speaking out but 
now everyone has come together 
because our community doesn’t 
want the same problem we’ve had in 
the past 18 months.” 

Councillor Lee Dangerfield, 
chairman of Harlow Council’s hous¬ 
ing committee, told the Star: “We 
are really grateful to the residents of 
this area for coming forward. 

“This sends out a clear message 
to those who use illegal drugs - the 
council and police will come and 
get you.”

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Three arrests 
in targeted 
crackdown on 
known crooks 

THREE people were arrested in 
Harlow during early morning 
raids targeting suspects involved 
in burglary, drug offences and 
the handling of stolen goods. 
Police executed warrants at five 
properties in the town - as well 
as others across the Epping 
Forest district and Brentwood - 
as part of Operation Sutton. 

A total of 11 arrests were made 
and various items including bags 
of suspected cannabis and 
amphetamines, cannabis plants 
and drugs paraphernalia were 
seized. 

A ball-bearing gun, an air 
weapon, firearms ammunition 
and four knives were also 
recovered. 

Assistant Superintendent Keith 
Dobson said: “This operation is 
the result of combining police 
intelligence and information 
provided by the public on local 
burglars over the past few weeks. 
“Over 40 officers, supported by 
neighbourhood specialist officers 
and trained door entry teams 
from police support units began 
the operation at 6.30am on 
Friday morning. 

“Search warrants had been 
obtained aimed at known 
burglars, receivers of stolen 
property and those who supply 
drugs in exchange for stolen 
property. 

“The operation demonstrates our 
determination to identify and 
arrest those who wish to commit 
crime in our communities and to 
provide confidence to our 
residents that we will do 
everything possible to reduce 
crime and make safer 
communities for us all to live and 
work.” 

An 18-year-old and a 17-year-old 
from Harlow were charged with 
possession of drugs. They were 
bailed to appear at Harlow 
Magistrates’ Court and Harlow 
Youth Court later this month. 

No further action will be taken 
against an 18-year-old woman 
who was also arrested in Harlow.

A YOUNG man who carried 
out a savage attack on a dis¬ 
abled pensioner has been 
told he must serve at least 22 
years in jail for her murder 
before he is even considered 
for parole. 

Scott Riley (26), of Parsonage 
Leys, Harlow, stabbed victim 
Jennifer North 15 times. 

He was given a life sentence and 
told by Judge Christopher Ball at 
Chelmsford Crown Court he must 
serve a minimum of 2214 years 
behind bars. 

Even then he will not be entitled to 
be freed automatically. It will be for 
the Parole Board to decide whether it 
is safe to release him back into socie¬ 
ty. 

Passing sentence, the judge said: 
“She was a lovely woman with many 
years ahead of her and you took her 
life for no reason at all other than 
being a drink and drug obsessed man. 
You were unable to control yourself 
and inflicted upon her a terrible, terri¬ 
ble, death.” 

Tension filled the packed court and 
comments from the public gallery 
resulted in one member of Mrs 
North’s family being ordered to leave. 
Afterwards, her family described 
Riley as a “a vile monster”. 

In a statement, they said: “Losing a 
loved one is hard enough but having 
your loved one brutally murdered is 
beyond comprehension. We are tor¬ 
mented by the fear and pain she suf¬ 
fered. We are all devastated, our lives 
will never be the same. He took her 
life but our memories he can never 
take from us.” 

Riley admitted murdering Mrs 
North near her home at Hadley 
Grange, Harlow. 

In sentencing Riley, the judge 
rejected a prosecution claim he 
inflicted the fatal injuries in the 
course of another crime, which could

have brought a 30-year minimum 
sentence. 

Mrs North had arrived home after 
an evening out with family in a pub in 
Tunbridge Wells on February 27. 

David Holborn, prosecuting, said 
Mrs North was declared dead shortly 
after arrival at the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. She had dialled 999 “strug¬ 
gling to speak pleading for an ambu¬ 
lance; she thought she was going to 
die.” 

A post mortem examination reve¬ 
aled she died from shock caused by 
multiple stab wounds. 

Following the attack, Riley went 
home and changed and then went to 
Fat Sams in the town centre where he 
spoke to a young woman. They went 
to her home and had sex before he 
returned to his home. 

The court heard he had a string of 
previous convictions dating back to 
the age of 12. 

Mr Holborn said: “The Crown’s 
case is that this defendant murdered a 
defenceless woman. 

“She was disabled and was simply 
minding her own business having 
been out socialising for the evening. 
She was harming no-one and was 
subjected to an attack by this defen-

dant of considerable savagery which 
resulted in her death.” 

Mrs North lived alone in a ground 
floor flat which was part of a set of 
four in Hadley Grange. She was an 
amputee, having lost her left leg 
through illness six years previously. 

Mr Holborn said Riley had earlier 
visited a flat at Hadley Grange to buy 
cannabis and had stolen Mrs North's 
keys. 

Some weeks later he returned to 
Hadley Grange to steal Mrs North’s 
car but was unable to start it. He stole 
a bag from the car which contained a 
number of things belonging to Mrs 
North, including a bank card he used 
to withdraw £200 from a cash 
machine at Lloyds Bank in Harlow. 

Mr Holborn said that locks were 
changed at Mrs North’s flat the day 
before her murder after she had been 
concerned someone was trying to get 
into the flat several days before. 

Patrick Upwood, in mitigation, said 
Riley had a £250 a week drug habit 
but now had time to reflect, adding: 
“Genuine remorse is now part of the 
make up of a sobering young man. 
He’s certainly free from drugs. 

“When he went out he had no 
intention to kill her."

“Thanks to Teresa, who was 
with me through my whole 
labour, I was put at ease. I 
couldn’t have done it without 
her; her care didn’t stop after 
birth and she organised her 
rota so she could take care of 
me until I was discharged.” 
Since the birth Teresa and 


Emma have stayed in touch via 
the social networking website 
Facebook. 

Emma added that the positive 
experience had given her the 
confidence to have a second 
child. Baby Wilfred is now 
five months old. 

Teresa, who only found out 
about the nomination last 
week, said: “It was very 
pleasant and surprising to find 
out Emma had nominated me.

Tory hits out

A SENIOR Conservative 
councillor has rubbished 
rumours that he is planning 
to defect to the British 
National Party following his 
resignation as chairman of 
the local party.

I don’t believe that the BNP 
should be allowed to exist as a valid 
political party and I strongly dis¬ 
agree with their politics of fear and 
hate. 

“As for my resignation as 
chairman of the Harlow

However, he inisisted his 
comments merely reflected 
“minor disagreements” be¬ 
tween councillors. 

“It’s exactly the same 
within any political party,” 
he said. “Over the years 
there will be minor disagree¬ 
ments between members but 
I can safely say there is no rift 
within the Harlow Conser¬ 
vatives.”

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WHEN Debbie Cook took part 
in the St Clare Hospice 
Midnight Walk last year, she 
fulfilled a promise she made 
to her husband Dave. Five 
weeks earlier, Dave died 
from cancer. It was a 
disease he had been fighting 
for nine years and during 
that time he came to 
understand and appreciate 
the work of St Clare. This 
week, as registration for 
this year's Star-backed 
Midnight Walk gets under 
way, Debbie talks about the 
importance of the services 
provided by the hospice and 
recalls the night when she 
and hundreds of others 
raised more than £120,000 
for this worthy cause. 

I F you had asked me last June 
why I was standing in Asda’s 
car park about to participate 
in the St Clare Midnight Walk I 
would have given you one simple 
answer. I was doing it for my 
late husband Dave. 

Dave had just passed away while 
we were on a family holiday in 
Spain. We all knew he was ill; he 
had been fighting cancer for the 
past nine years. For the majority 
of those years Dave was strong 
and carried on living his life to 
the full, bursting with energy and 
defying all of the doctors’ 
expectations. 

Unfortunately, the cancer spread 
and even Dave’s positive attitude 
couldn’t keep it at bay. It slowly 
began to take its hold. 

Dave spent the last 18 months of 
his life fighting the cancer. It was 
hard seeing someone I loved so 
much become weak and lose 
their spark for living, but he 
never gave up, he was an 
inspiration. At times, though, I 
know he found it hard. 

It was suggested to us that Dave 
visited St Clare Hospice in 
Hastingwood. Trust me, Dave 
was not sold on the idea straight 
away. He was hesitant and had 
to be encouraged to go along. It’s 
normal to presume you only go 
to a hospice to die. This happens 
at St Clare but it offers so much 
more. It provides a great support 
system and network for the 
people fighting a life-threatening 
illness and their families fighting 
it with them.

Dave enjoyed his time at St 
Clare. He was able to escape, 
relax and enjoy the therapies and 
activities they offered. Talking to 
people who were ill and going 
through a similar situation as him 
made him stay focused and 
strong. He would always tell me 
he felt he shouldn’t be there as 
he wasn’t as ill as the other 
patients. He felt like a fraud. 


The staff always told him he was 
helping the other patients by 
telling them his story and 
showing them his determination 
to fight the cancer. St Clare 
helped Dave stay positive. 

Ask anyone who has seen a loved 
one fight cancer and they will 
tell you their personality 
changes. They’re scared, the 
cancer makes them weak and the 


medication makes them sick and 
affects their moods. 

St Clare Hospice became so 
important to Dave that he made it 
his mission to help them. He 
wanted to raise as much money 
as possible to help keep the 
hospice running. 

His aim was to sign up all of his 
friends and family to participate 
in the Midnight Walk. We joke 
about it now but we don’t think 
Dave asked any of us to do the 
Midnight Walk. We were told. 
Once Dave wrote your name in 
his book you were committed; 
you dare not say no. We could all 
see how important it was to him. 
Dave signed up friends and 
family, male and females of all 
ages. Some people rarely walked 
one kilometre, let alone 10. He 
even persuaded three pregnant 
ladies to join in. 

Dave was determined to do the 
walk himself. He had instructed 
us all that we were to take turns 
pushing him in his wheelchair. 
There were no excuses! 

I wish Dave could have been 
with us when we participated in 
the Midnight Walk last year. It 


was unspoken between us all but 
we all felt that we needed to 
walk that night for Dave. 

I think of Dave often. 

Sometimes it brings a tear to my 
eye, other times a smile to my 
face. Walking the Midnight 
Walk, I thought of Dave and felt 
so much pride. My beautiful, 
brave husband had put so much 
energy and passion bringing us 
all together for a charity he felt 
so special about. 

Watching my children, family 
and friends laughing, 
reminiscing and talking about 
him made me feel close to him 
again. I knew at that point he 
would stay close in our hearts 
forever. 

Dave’s mission has now become 
mine. I want to raise as much 
money possible for St Clare 
Hospice. We’re holding a family 
fun day on June 6 in memory of 
Dave. Then, in September, to 
raise more funds, I will be 
trekking the Great Wall of China 
with a group of people for St 
Clare Hospice. I can’t wait. 

So, ask me again on June 19 this 
year why am I walking the 
Midnight Walk. I will tell you 


the same as I did last year - 
I’m doing it for my late 
husband Dave. 

We all had so much fun last 
year that we can’t wait to do it 
again. The number of people 
who participated took my 
breath away. The atmosphere 
was electric. Everyone who did 
it with me will be there again 
this year, along with more 
friends and family A few of us 
dressed up last year; this year 
we all are. If you see a group 
of people in fancy dress 
walking past you give us a 
wave because we’ll all be 
walking for Dave. 

St Clare Hospice may have 
touched your life already or 
may become special to you in 
the future. Whether you want 
to raise money for a great 
charity, share good times with 
your friends and family, 
remember loved ones who have 
passed away or who are 
fighting right now or just want 
to have a fim time - it doesn't 
matter.

CHILDREN’S safety is being 
put at risk by selfish drivers 
who fail to stop at a school 
crossing on a busy road in 
Harlow. 

Lollipop lady Jane Chivrall 
said she and pupils from Potter 
Street Primary School have to 
“dodge” cars up to five times a 
day. 

Now concerned mums Michelle 
Porter and Claire Kimble have set up 
a protest group on social networking 
site Facebook calling for action from 
highways authority Essex County 
Council. 

The group has already attracted 
more than 200 members. 

Mum-of-three Michelle said her 
son was “inches away from getting 
run over” recently when a car did not 
stop. 

“It’s really worrying, not just for 
our children but for the residents at 
the old people’s home and people 
with learning difficulties at 
Livingstone House,” she said. 

“They are all afraid to use the road 
as it’s getting dangerous. 

“We’ve been told by the council 
that we will get some action but they 
don’t know when. Is it going to take 
a serious injury or death on the road 
before we get that?”

The group say the problem has 
been exacerbated since roadworks 
started on the A414, resulting in 
more traffic using Potter Street as a 
rat run. 

Mrs Chivrall said: “There has 
been extra traffic coming through 
Potter Street and my job is getting 
very, very hard. 

“Whereas before a driver would 
fail to stop once every few months, 
now it’s three a day on average and 
on one day it was even five. Now 
mums have had enough.” 


The group want safety barriers 
installed close to the crossing to stop 
cars from driving on the pavement 
and cameras to help enforce the 
20mph speed limit and catch drivers 
who do not stop at the crossing. 

A County Hall spokesman said: 
“We are aware of this request and are 
arranging for a safety barrier to be 
installed. 

“We will also be carrying out a 
speed survey on Potter Street and 
liaising with Essex Police on speed 
issues.”

A risk not worth taking 

SIR, Bill Rammell has declared support for the Health 
Protection Agency to take over part of the GSK 
building when vacated. 

The HPA provides a broad range of specialist services 
covering infectious and lethal diseases (including 
anthrax, haemorrhagic fever, sabia and pox viruses) 
and undertakes research in the areas of chemical, 
poison, biological, radiological and nuclear issues. 

In June 2008 it was reported that the HPA’s Porton 
Down facility, which is expected to transfer to Harlow, 
was declared so rundown that the labs were too old for 
safety. 

We all remember the devastating escape of foot-and- 
mouth virus from the animal health laboratory at 
Pirbright in Surrey. In 1994 the deadly sabia virus, 
which includes symptoms of uncontrolled bleeding in 
virtually every organ including the eyes and skin, 
escaped from a US laboratory. 

Albeit that the origin of swine flu has not yet been 
conclusively determined, the Virology Journal puts 
forward the possibility that laboratory errors may have 
been involved. 

Coupled with the potential for laboratory and transport 
hazards is the risk that this type of industry could be 
targeted by activists and terrorists. Mr RammeH’s 
support for this organisation is ironic when you 
consider that one of his responsibilities is counter¬ 
terrorism. Yet he is prepared to lure this threat to the 
very town and constituents he has promised to serve. 
The three main political parties have indicated that 
they would welcome the HPA move, focusing instead 
on guaranteeing safety. Yet codes of practice have in 
the past failed to provide 100 per cent safety. 

I suggest anyone who does not want to risk themselves 
or their children becoming Harlow lab rats in the 
future should object to the transfer of the HPA (or any 
other high-risk industry) moving to or near the town by 
writing to Mr Rammell.

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Dust off those 
tartan scarves, 
we're Rolling 
back the years

M emories of 

Rollermania will 
come flooding back 
for many fans of the 1970s 
chart-toppers when Les 
McKeown rolls into town on 
Saturday. 

And it’s probably a fair bet his 
return to Harlow will be a more 
sedate affair than the first time 
he performed here. 

It was back in July 1974 when the 
up-and-coming Rollers Shang-a- 
Lang’e d their way round a stage at 
Harlow Town Park - attracting a 
crowd of 20,000 people. 

Not all went to plan, though, as 
newspapers of the day reported that a 
“screaming, hysterical mob” of 
teenyboppers turned the concert into 
a nightmare. 

The Harlow Gazette-Citizen 
proclaimed in a front page comment: 
“Harlow should sigh with relief. It 
nearly had a major disaster.” 

When the Rollers came on stage 
there was a massive crowd surge 
which broke a crash barrier. Many 
youngsters were pushed into the 
artificial pond in front of the stage. 
Ambulances took 11 children to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital while 30 
more received treatment at the scene. 


Thankfully none were badly hurt but 
many had to be sent home. 

At one point the police had told the 
event’s organisers, Harlow Council, 
to stop the concert but it was decided 
that there may have been even more 
trouble if the event was called off. 

It was reported that a St John 
Ambulance officer said: “The crowd 
atmosphere changed noticeably 
around 9pm when the advertised star 
group failed to appear. 

“During the next half-hour the 
youngsters grew more disappointed 
and restless and there was growing 
signs of mass hysteria.” 

Some months after the show a letter 
was sent from the group’s 
management to the organisers 


apologising for their lateness. 

But it seems for the vast majority of 
the crowd it was a memorable 
experience for all the right reasons, 
so much so that it appears some 
found it difficult to say Bye Bye Baby 
to the quintet. A 3,700-name petition 
was collected asking them back to 
the town. 

That petition now resides at the 
Museum of Harlow, along with the 
letter from the management.

THE wheels are slowly turning 
on a proposed extension of the 
Central Line to provide a direct 
Underground link between Har¬ 
low and London. 

A feasibility study is currently 
being carried out on behalf of Harlow 
Renaissance into the possibility of 
constructing a Tube station close to 
the Ml 1 roundabout at Hastingwood. 

If the study determines sound business 
and economic cases for the extension of the 
Central Line from its current terminus at 
Epping, a more in-depth report could be 
commissioned as a result. 

However, any extension of the under¬ 
ground line could not be carried out with¬ 
out the co-operation of Transport for 
London - and the Star understands the 
organisation has no involvement whatsoev¬ 
er with the feasibility study at this stage. 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson, 
said: “Extending the Central Line is an idea 
that has a lot of popular support in Harlow. 

“The study has been commissioned to 
find out whether or not it’s a realistic pro¬ 
posal. Harlow Renaissance has commis¬ 
sioned the work as part of their wider remit 
to give the council strategic advice on pos¬ 
sibilities for the future regeneration and 
growth of the town.” 

A Harlow Renaissance spokesman 
added: “The study will explore a possible 
route for the Central Line extension to 
Harlow and will build up the information 
required to assess, in very broad terms, the 
economic and business cases for such an 
extension. 

“The outcomes of the study will be used 
to determine whether there is a realistic 
possibility and sound case for the Central 
Line extension that warrants the funding of 
a further, more detailed explorative work.”

SHOPPERS will no longer have 
to dodge piles of discarded 
chewing gum in Harlow town 
centre after the area was target¬ 
ed for an extreme clean. 

Gum has been removed from pave¬ 
ments to make the town centre more 
attractive to shoppers and visitors. 

Low-pressure steam equipment has lift¬ 
ed away discarded gum from pavements in 
Broad Walk, The Rows, Market Square, 

West Square and Terminus Street. 

Tony Hall, chairman of Harlow Coun¬ 
cil’s environment and community com¬ 
mittee, said: “This operation will help to 
make the town centre look smarter and 
more attractive to visitors.” 

Gum Clear, a company which specialis¬ 
es in the removal of chewing gum, start¬ 
ed the work last Monday. 

Usually this kind of clean-up operation 
costs in excess of £20,000 but the project 
has been covered by part of a £52,000 
Government grant to improve business in 
town centres during the recession. 

“We ask that people think about how 
and where they discard their gum and 
remind them that dropping gum is a litter¬

REVIEW 

A Version of Billy Elliot 
Razed Roof, Harlow Playhouse 

A STRONG sense of community 
pervades Billy Elliot, the story of 
a lad from a strike-bound mining 
village who overcomes all 
obstacles to achieve his dream of 
a career in ballet. 

And a strong sense of community 
was the overwhelming impression 
generated by the Razed Roof cast, 
whose enthusiastic and moving 
production ensured a thought- 
provoking experience. 

An inclusive performing arts group 
for people with and without 
disabilities and learning difficulties, 
Razed Roof rehearses every Thursday 
at the Playhouse and, incredibly, put 
this thoroughly entertaining 
production together in just five 
weeks. 

It was adapted from the successful 
West End musical, produced as part 
of Billy Youth Theatre and approved 


by playwright Lee Hall. Thanks to the 
skilful direction of artistic director 
Annette Lidster and her team of 
supporters, it told the tale with verve 
and flair. 

Razed Roof consists of adults with 
specific learning difficulties and 
disabilities plus performing arts 
students from Hoddesdon’s Sheredes 
School. The group operates a system 


whereby a main performer with 
learning difficulties is always 
supported throughout a performance 
by a student, and for this production 
the central role of Billy was taken by 
the engaging Marc Belsey - 
resplendent in his blond Mohican 
hairdo - supported by Jacob Bessant. 
There were some lively and inspired 
individual performances, but it was 


in the ensemble scenes that the cast 
really came into their own. Whether 
portraying miners (descending into 
the pit, digging for coal or on the 
picket line), a boxing session or a 
ballet class, the cast united to create 
a compelling atmosphere. 

The picket line clashes with the 
police brought back bitter memories 
of the 1984-85 National Union of 
Mineworkers’ strike, and NUM 
banners created by students at a 
Harlow Children’s Support Centre 
made a stunning backdrop for the 
action. 

As I said, a strong sense of 
community dominated this 
production and it was fitting that the 
Thursday evening performance saw 
the presentation of community 
awards to three cast members. 
Harlow councillor Jean Clark 
presented Jack Petchey Foundation 
Achievement Awards to Leanne 
Watford (Grandma) and Ashley 
Felstead (Billy’s friend Michael) and 
the Mike Adamou Award to Michael 
Shore.

T HERE aren’t many models 
that would count their 
luggage bay as a standout 
feature.

In first generation form 
launched in 2002, the Superb was 
little more than a first 
generation Volkswagen Passat 
with an extended wheelbase. 
There was no shame in that, but 
with the second generation 
model Skoda took steps to make 
the Superb feel like a car in its 
own right. 

There are still the usual 
Volkswagen Group engines and 
parts in evidence but the pricing 
is distinctly Skoda and, in estate 
guise, the Superb looks like even 
more car for the money 
Skoda might be middle ranking 
star in the automotive 


firmament but it’s backed by the 
supernova that is the 
Volkswagen Group and that’s 
where the Superb Estate gets its 
reassuringly modern engine 
range. It’s the same line-up as in 
the Superb saloon, starting with 
the 124bhp 1.4-litre TSI unit 
which is followed by the 160bhp 
1.8 TSI. Both of these are 
turbocharged petrol engines but 
the range-topper is a normally- 
aspirated 3.6-litre V6 with four- 
wheel-drive and the DSG twin 
clutch gearbox fitted as standard. 
Given that the appeal of the 
Superb is centred around low 
costs and value, the diesel 
engines should be popular. The 
105bhp 1.9-litre TDI is looking a 
little elderly these days but it’s 
still a solid entry-level unit. A 
much better bet is one of the 2.0- 


litre TDI common-rail diesels 
which come in 140bhp and 
170bhp guises. With the 170bhp 
engine, the Superb estate can 
lurch to 60mph in 8.9s and hit an 
autobahn-friendly 136mph top 
speed. 

The Estate version of the Superb 
might not have the clever tailgate 
arrangement of the saloon model 
but beneath its conventional 
lifting hatch is a luggage area of 
epic proportions. There’s 633 
litres of room with all of the 
seats in place and when they’re 
folded, that figure rises to 1,865 
litres, larger than some studio 
flats. 

When owners are hoisting all 
that cargo inside, they’ll be glad 
of the low-loading lip at 600mm 
and of the lighting system Skoda 
has integrated into the tailgate. 
This illuminates the boot area 
and the ground around the rear 
of the car to help prevent owners 
blundering into a giant puddle 
with an arm full of priceless 
antiques. An additional light is 
removable and doubles as a 
handy LED torch. 

Inside, the cabin is as 
comfortable for a family of four 
as you’ll find this side of a 
luxury saloon. The quality of the 
fixtures and fittings is as good as 
anything Volkswagen has to offer 
and, as a result, better than in 
almost all the Superb’s direct 
rivals. 

There are S, SE and Elegance 


trim levels available with the 
Superb and equipment levels are 
pretty good. The S derivatives 
are fairly utilitarian load-luggers 
but there’s remote central 
locking, electric windows, 
electric heated mirrors, roof 
rails, 16" alloy wheels and split 
folding rear seats. 

The Haldex 4x4 system is widely 
available with the Superb 
Estate’s more powerful engine 
options and will bring extra 
security in slippery road 
conditions, as well as some 
additional gravel driveway 
prowess. The DSG gearbox is 
another option that deserves to 
prove popular, as is the 
panoramic sunroof and the 
sliding boot floor that extends 
out over the bumper to help 
when loading heavy items. 

There are lots of 4x4s and MPVs 
to tempt family car buyers at the 
moment but there’s life in the old 
estate car yet. Few cars of any 
type can carry as much as the 
Skoda Superb Estate but it’s 
more than just raw capacity The 
luggage area has been cleverly 
designed, the cabin space is 
similarly generous and build 
quality is as good as you’ll 
encounter in a large family car. 
Skoda is never going to be the 
last word in urban cool and we’d 
avoid the less powerful engines if 
you plan on using the car’s full 
potential but otherwise there 
isn’t much to fault.

The club confirmed last Wednesday 
that the fans’ favourite had been sacked. 

Samuel had won only one game in 
his 12-game spell in charge - his first 
job as a manager. 

With the trapdoor to the Essex Senior 
League looming large in front of 
Harlow Town, Cunningham and the 
board clearly felt they had to act now 
and must surely go for experience to 
ignite the flickering flame of survival at 
Barrows Farm. 

Striker Wayne Grant has also quit the 
Hawks and has teamed up with Samuel 
at Essex Senior League side Enfield 
1893. 

Cunningham took charge of the 
Harlow side for Saturday’s Ryman divi¬ 
sion one north trip to Northwood (see 
report above). 

Samuel, left, was only appointed at 
the end of November and his first game 
was against Northwood - a 4-2 defeat at 
Barrows Farm. 

He was the second Hawks boss 
appointed by then chief executive Carol 
Bothwell in the space of five months. 


She had appointed another rookie 
boss, Anthony Anstead in July, but his 
side only won two league matches and 
he went in November. 

The arrival of Samuel was heralded 
in December but despite bringing in 
more than 20 new players, the colour¬ 
ful-haired and charismatic character 
was unable able to turn around Harlow’s 
fortunes. 

The side’s only win came against 
Romford over the busy Christmas and 
New Year period of games. 

However, Samuel has certainly not 
had his share of luck. 

Prior to Tuesday’s win over VCD 
Athletic, Harlow had won just once in 
their previous 22 matches. 

The side are 12 points behind third- 
from-bottom Leyton with 13 games 
remaining. 

Samuel may have gone, perhaps lack¬ 
ing the nous to kick start Hawks’ fight 
for survival in his fledgling manage¬ 
ment career, but his heart remains at 
Barrows Farm and Harlow Town will 
need someone with his passion for the 
club in order to stay up. 


No cup finals at HTFC 

THE Harlow & District “On the 17th, Harlow Town 


Football League cup finals 
will not be held in the town - 
after allegedly being told 
there would be a staggering 
80 per cent hike in the cost 
of staging them at Barrows 
Farm! 

They will instead take place 
at Bishop’s Stortford Football 
Club. 

It is thought that it is the first 
time the finals will be held 
outside Harlow since the 
league was formed in 1953. 

It is also a valuable loss of 
income for Harlow Town FC 
in bar revenues. The club 
staged finals at the 
Sportcentre for many years 
before hosting more recent 
ones at its new stadium. 
League chairman Paul Groves 
said: “In February, members 
of the [League] management 
committee met with Harlow 
Council, whom provided 
assurances that the finals 
would be safe to be held at 
Harlow Town FC as a new 
owner was in the process of 
taking control of the club. 


FC confirmed this was 
correct and they could host 
this season’s finals at their 
stadium however there would 
be an 80 per cent price 
increase to that which was 
agreed with Simon Morgan, 
the previous chairman, the 
season before.” 

The League are a non-profit 
making organisation that 
provide Sunday football to 
1,300 local footballers. 

Groves added: “We clearly 
cannot withstand such a 
financial increase which led 
the management committee to 
vote to move the finals to 
Bishop’s Stortford FC and 
thank them for their support 
at such short notice.” 

But Hawks director Tommy 
Cunningham said: “We do 
want to stage cup finals and 
run them at cost. There are 
insurance requirements and 
last season there was a fight 
at the football club. We need 
security people and a safety 
officer and they do not come 
cheaply.”

Fearless Osagie 
onto World stage 


ANDREW Osagie insists he 
will run without fear when 
he makes his senior Great 
Britain international debut 
at the World Indoor 
Championships in Doha, 
Qatar, this weekend. 

The 22-year-old Harlow 
Athletic Club member qualified 
for the Aviva GB and Northern 
Ireland team after finishing 
inside the 800m qualifying time 
on his way to third at the 
Birmingham Grand Prix, just a 
week after clinching gold at the 
World Indoor Trials and National 
Championships. 

It represents a significant step for 
ex-Leventhorpe School pupil 
Osagie, who burst onto the scene 
with a run of 1 min 47.34 secs as a 
junior in 2007, only to see his 
progress stalled by persistent 
injuries. 

Osagie’s main problem was grow¬ 
ing pains but with his body now 
fully developed - and a personal best 
of 1:47.15 registered in 2009 - the 
rising middle-distance star is plan¬ 
ning to ruffle some feathers in Qatar. 

“My confidence is sky high at the 
moment and my training is going 
really well so I will be looking to 
turn heads at the Worlds,” said 
Osagie, of Northbrooks, who 
clocked 1:47.71 in Birmingham. 

“I need to realise that I have 
earned the right to be there and not 
shy away from the task at hand. 

“Doha will be a huge stepping 
stone in my career and I can’t wait to 
get out there and perform. 



“My aim out there is to not just with the same attitude I did for 
make up the numbers. I will tackle it Sheffield and Birmingham and 


make sure I get through the first 
round and carry on from there. 

“The times being run are not out 
of my reach so the semi-final and 
even the final are not out of my 
reach if I perform to my best on the 
day.” 

While Osagie isn’t short of self- 
belief, he fully expects to have but¬ 
terflies in his stomach when he lines 
up for his heat in Doha. 

“I hope that when I get there any 
nerves I have will bring the best out 
of me,” he added. 

“I guess I will be quite an under¬ 
dog in Doha but that suits me fine. I 
don’t mind that and I will hopefully 
thrive off of it. 

“I definitely think I will step up 
when I get there. Representing Great 
Britain on such a big stage will fill 
me with great pride and will be a 
huge honour. 

“I have had injury worries in the 
past, bone-wise, but they are out of 
my mind now. I still have a few nig¬ 
gles. I had a tendon problem in my 
hip last season but that has been 
managed really well. 

“I will try to not put too much 
pressure on myself. I will be excited 
when I am out there and will try not 
to worry and just make the most of 
it. 

“I am 22 now and to get my first 
senior vest is great and it will be a 
massive honour to represent my 
country in Doha.”

Closure 
of pretty 
10th hole 
leaves 
golfers 
in the 
rough 

GOLFERS have been left 
in the bunker after Harlow 
Council’s health and safety 
officers shut down the 
picturesque 10th hole at 
Canons Brook Golf Club. 

A temporary green has 
been set up on the hole 


which offers a beautiful 
view of Roydon as you play 
up to the flag at the 
Elizabeth Way, Harlow, 
course. 

The closure follows a series 
of complaints from the 
owners of a 17th century 
house - which can be 
found to the left of the 
green - because of errant 
shots hitting their 
property. 

Canons Brook’s vice¬ 
captain Alan Howick said 


work to install a new 
green, which would need 
planning permission, 
would not start until the 
autumn as the course is 
gearing up for the start of 
its busiest time of the year. 
“The course architect is 
going to redesign the 
hole,” explained Howick. 

It could cost up to £30,000 
to replace the hole. 
However, greenkeeper 
Mark Paxton is devising a 
top-notch temporary hole 


to enable competitions to 
be staged this summer at 
the club, which was 
designed by golf legend Sir 
Henry Cotton and built in 
1962. 

The owner of the property 
beside the 10th green has 
lived there for 15 years but 
has grown tired of errant 
shots hitting his property. 
The problem escalated 
when a council health and 
safety officer visited the 
site and actually watched a 
ball hitting the house, it is 
believed. He promptly 
closed the green on health 
and safety grounds. 

“We found it difficult to 
accept all their 
accusations, but people 
have said they are well 
within their right,” said 
Howick. “There is no 
protective fencing.” 

Fencing protects some 
parts of the course but to 
install this at an adequate 
height would cost the club 
a whopping £100,000. 
Howick said the green’s 


closure had already cost 
the club some members 
but he was confident that 
the course would be even 
better when the hole 
reopens. 

“We have apologised to all 
members. We have got to 
maintain the integrity of 
the course, but members 
are understandably upset. 

I find it difficult to 
comprehend that balls 
actually hit the house 
unless it hits the road and 
springs up. 

“We are now looking at 
raising the revenue for this 
project [up to £30,000].” 
Meanwhile, work is to 
begin in three weeks’ time 
on a project to build new 
changing rooms at the 
club. This is costing a 
substantial amount and is 
the first time the changing 
rooms have been upgraded 
in 40 years. 

Work will then start on 
improving the 17th 
century barn which homes 
the clubhouse.

Samuel was told he was 
sacked by Cunningham on the 
phone last Wednesday. This 
was while the Hawks co¬ 
owner was on holiday in 
Tenerife. 

It was a dramatic change of 
events as only 6 hours earlier 
Cunningham told the Star that 
Samuel would remain in 
charge and he had every con¬ 
fidence the club could turn 
things around. 

However, Samuel is 
relieved his tenure is over. He 
said: “It’s quite a relief. I was 


being strangled. I was not get¬ 
ting the support to do the job, 
not only financially. It was a 
mess. It was the culmination 
of lots of things.” 

But Samuel was pleased he 
came back to try and save the 
club. “It was a great experi¬ 
ence. As long as the club goes 
forward I am more than happy 
with the decision.” 

Despite his departure he is 
praying Harlow can stay in the 
Ryman League. “I have faith 
that they will get out of it - if 
the new manager gets the 
backing which I did not! 

“You can see things were 
changing visually. I brought in 
men rather than young men. 
Respect is a big word but I 
think I have gained a few peo¬ 
ple’s respect and given people 
the opportunity to show what 
they can do at this level.” 

Cunningham would not 
comment on Samuel’s allega¬ 
tions but said: “I wish Marvin 
all the best for the future.”

TOMMY Cunningham has set no 
timescale for bringing a new man¬ 
ager to Harlow Town FC - after 
sacking Marvin Samuel last week. 

The 54-year-old Hawks co-owner 
and director is currently running 
team affairs with defender Kevin 
Warren. 

Without revealing any names 
Cunningham said yesterday 
(Thursday) that more than 10 people 
had already applied for the vacant 
manager’s job, but he will take his 


time over a new appointment. 

He said: “I want to slow things 
down a bit and not do things too 
quickly. I do not want to be chang¬ 
ing managers every three months. 

“I want it to be for the long term. 
I will know the person when I meet 
him. Once I can get the right person 
all the other things will fall into 
place. A number of people have 
applied and it includes people who 
have managed at this level or 
above.” 


Cunningham has no bias as to 
whether he will appoint a rookie or 
an experienced boss. Both the previ¬ 
ous two managers (Anthony 
Anstead and Marvin Samuel) were 
new to management. 

“I appointed Ryan Kirby (2006- 
07 season) and we won promotion
